Plans For High School Explained 


_ Plans have been finalized on con- 
struction of 14 new classrooms at Elba 
High School. To make room for these 
new classrooms, plans are to tear down 
the wing of the echoal 9 cobtalning he 
two-story masonry ion e 
huge cracks from ceiling to floor. This 
now has ten classrooms that appear to 
be in a badly deteriorated condition. 
This construction is Part One of a 
three-part Master Plan for a two-million 
-dollar new high school. The present 
construction will cost about $423,839 
and the funds are available through a 
state bond issue and $36,000 of local 
money furnished by the school board, 

Su tendent Elmer Taylor issued 
the following statement to explain the 
project and the shifting classes 
during the entire school year involved 
with the new construction: 


“The Elba City Board of Education 
has met on numerous occasions with 
citizen groups, city officials, school 

rsonnel and individuals in planning 

r new school facilities at the Elba 
Junior - Senior High School. An 
architect has been employed to help 
with rh spay nyt Since the cost of a 
new building for the junior-senior high 
school is estimated to cost one-and-a- 


half to two million dollars, this amount — 


of money simply is not available to the 
Board of Education without some 
additional sources of revenue. A great 
deal of thought and ‘consideration has 
been given to the idea of renovating the 
ex junior-senior high schools. The 
general feeling of this idea is that after 
spending three-four hundred-thousand 
dollars for renovation, you still have two 
old school buildings that are from 35 to 
50 years old. 


“In the analysis, the Elba City 
Board of Education asked the architect, 
with the help of the school officials, to 
develop a Master Plan around the 


existing cafeteria, gym, area vocational’ 


locations in Elba. 


“The first stage of the Master Plan 
construction will get underway some- 
time after May 30, 1980. This phase of 
the building will consist of tearing down 
or demolishing the two-story, west wing 
that consists of ten classrooms, and 
replacing this with fourteen new 
classrooms, The architect feels this can 
be accomplished in twelve months from 
the beginning date. This is going to 
cause many problems and hardships for 
students and teachers during this time. 
We ask for your support and the 
cooperation of students and teachers 
during this period of construction. 


“If you have not seen the Master 
Plan, or have any questions regarding 
the building, please call or come by, the 
Elba City of Education office.

Line Plans 


The normally quiet, uneventful Elba 
Water and Electric Board meeting was 
unched alive Tuesday night when 
‘ourteen residents of the Lee and 
Stinson Communities attended the 
meeting and wanted to know the status 
of their promised project to furnish 
them with city water. They were given 
an update on the continued failure to 
receive federal grants to lower the per 
customer cost of the project, and urged 
to join efforts to contact politicians 
about the money. Board Chairman 
Charles Hayes told the group Farmers 
Home Administration had approved an 
$800,000 loan but turned down the 
grant because the Elba utility was ‘‘in 
too good a financial shape.'’ They had 
considered all 1800 Elba water users in 
their figures, and had ignored the fact 
Elba would be furnishing water to these 
rural customers at a lower cost than if a 
separate system was installed. 


Monthly bills of $6,052 were ap- 
proved and the Board discussed a 
problem of getting water and sewage to 
a trailer on Caroline Street. 


Board members were told of 28 
accounts being late on payment of a 
total of $943.25; 5S meters pulled for 
non-payment; and 5 inactive accounts 
where people moved leaving unpaid 
bills of $263.87, Also six checks for a 
total of $368.35 were reported to the 
Board, and it was reported that legal 
action was in progress on these,

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The Iranian crisis is still festering. So far it has been a battle 
of words, with President Carter saying one thing and one or 
another so-called Iranian leader saying he better stop saying 
that. With the cut of all diplomatic relations this week, Carter 
may have intensified the problem of getting the hostages 
released. On the other hand, the American people seem to be 
demanding that something positive be done. One man we 
talked to is ready to take an ‘‘eye for an eye’’ (actually he 
figured out how many Iranians were in America and 
advocates taking a bunch for every American hostage hurt). 
We tried to explain that many Iranians are no more involved 
in holding the hostages than he and I were in sending a man 
to the moon, but our message fell on deaf ears 


The date for city elections has officially been changed and the 
first go-around will be on July 8, with the run-off set for the 
last Tuesday in that same month. All this has been done to 
prevent conflicts with using the voting machines. Elba will 
elect a mayor and five councilmen. Presently several have 
said they were candidates for mayor, and as of press time only 
four have told ye ole editor of plans to run for the council .. . . 
two incumbents and two newcomers. 


We do not know what will happen to the economy in the next 
few months, but things may be slowing down a bit, as we 
notice the price of these certificates of deposit the banks issue 
for six months has dropped a little for two weeks in a row. Our 
prediction is that interest rates have peaked out and will 
begin to drop. If they don’t drop in the next few weeks on 
their own, then Jimmy's re-election efforts will lead him to 
hire some new folks to set money policies . . . . you watch. 


I have a good fish story about the one that got away, but the 
few folks I have tried it on either didn’t believe me or made 
some joking remark like, ‘‘You sure it didn’t weigh a 
half-pound more?”’; or ‘‘Jaws’’, etc. Even some kin folks who 
were watching the whole thing were disrespectful, so I will 
just not tell the story any more . . . until I go back and catch 
that big rascal. 


The news reports coming out of Macon County indicate the 
voters there don’t want dog racing and gambling in their 
county. We still don’t care if they do such things there as 
long as they don’t get in our way; but get a certain amount of 
pleasure out of the vote results after all the uproar the bill 
caused in Montgomery and in Macon County during the past 
six or eight years. Stories of payoffs, lawsuits and 
armtwisting have surfaced from the idea, but now the people 
have spoken. We are told that very little was done in Macon 
County until the past weekend when the leaders of the black 
churches moved out into the community and exercised their 
historically strong influence on the people of Macon County. 
We have seen this influence work time and time again in 
political campaigns in Coffee County, and now we apparently 
see it is still active in Macon County. 


There is still a big uproar at Troy State over the student 

newspaper. First they fired the editor because his grades 
dropped below standards . . or something. Then when the 
students howled, the school disowned the newspaper. The 
students howled again. We feel that as long as the college is 
going to put up the money for the student newspaper, they 
should have something to say about the way it is run and by 
whom. The original issue has long been lost in the shock of 
the university’s completely disbanding the paper and cutting 
out money and office space to the student staff. We 
understand the frustrations of the young journalists, but 
sooner or later they must learn that the people with the purse 
strings are the bosses... . that is the way our system works.

Conservation 
News 


AMERICA’S SOIL-IT’S ALL 
WE HAVE 

Soil is an essential link to 
America’s agricultural abun- 


dance. Without it, our 
strength as a nation would be 
seriously weakened. 

Because of an excellent 
world demand for American 
grains, there is no set-aside 
or diverston program for 
wheat or feed grains in the 
coming year. 

This‘can be good news or 
bad news, depending upon 
whether farmers yield to the 
temptation to bring more 
marginal lands into produc- 
tion. If marginal lands are 
planted, years of essential 
soil conservation work and 
hundreds of millions of 
dollars invested in soil saving 


practices will have been 
wasted. 
The last time _ this 


happened was in 1973 when 
farmers plowed up 9 million 
acres of marginal land. The 
bitter result: 60 million tons 
of soil eroded from these 9 
million acres alone. 

The most serious erosion 
occurs on only a fraction of 
all cropland throughout the 
United States. For example, 
on 23 million acres of good 
cropland in the heart of the 
Corn Belt, soil erodes at an 
average annual rate of less 
than 7 tons per acre. In the 
same area on 1.5 million 
acres of marginal cropland, 
soil erodes at the alarming 
rate of 23 tons per acre cach 
year--more than three times 
faster. 

As a farmer, you know 
that not all cropland can be 
protected adequately from 
erosion. Some soils are so 
steep that even terraces 
cannot prevent dangerously 
high soil losses. Some soils 
erode easily because of their 
texture; others are subjected 
to frequent or intense 
rainfall. Some soils are so 
fragile that the slightest 
breeze billows them into 
clouds of dust. It can take 
generations to replace the 
topsoil lost from one farm 
after one year of all-out 
production, 

This year you will decide 
how much cropland to plant. 
Make your decision a wise 
one,

Rural Property Protection Available 


Just last year, two 
organized theft rings were 
broken up in Marshall and 


Clarke Counties, yielding 
more than $3 million of 
stolen farm equipment. 


Other cases like this one 
show that rural areas also 
have a problem with theft. 

Coffee County, along 
with all Alabama counties, 
has a_ special protection 
program to ‘combat these 
rural thieves. The Rural 
Property Protection Program 
has been available in Coffee 
County for 12 months with 
the assistance of Sheriff 
Brice Paul and County Farm 
Bureau President Phillip 
Martin. 

Coordinated statewide by 
Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation, Alabama 
Sheriff's Association and 
others, the program allows 
property owners to mark 
equipment with an assigned 
10-digit number. Any re- 
sident can contact Sheriff 
Paul and he will assign you a 
number which he keeps in 
his files. This code number 
would enable law officials 
anywhere in the country to 
prove theft and trace stolen 
items to the owner. 

The code number tells the 
state and county of the owner 
as well as the first letter of 
his last name. For example, 
Joe Smith from Eclectic 
might get the number AL 
02907608. The law officers 
would know that AL means 
Alabama, that 029 means 
Elmore County and that 
0760S means the owner is the 
760th person in the county 
with the last name beginning 
with the letter ‘‘S.’’ 

With some stulen equip- 
ment being shipped as far as 
Africa or South America, 
these ID numbers are even 
more important. Ralph 
Golden, director of the Rural 
Property Protection Pro- 
gram, said the farmer is 
often faced with professional 
thieves who operate all over 
the nation. 

Golden said the results of 
the program have been 
revealed in Iowa, one of the 
first states to develop such a 
system. ‘‘I have been told 
that Iowa has reduced rural 
theft by 35 percent since 
installing their pro,,.am. 

Although marking equip- 
ment is the most important 
step, owners must also take 
other measures. The location 
of the ID numbers on equip- 
ment is vital because law 
officials must know where to 
find them. A booklet explains 
the designated placement, 
but Golden suggests that 
owners also put ID numbers 


ee 


in other places known only to 
them, 

Grain, cotton and hay can 
also be included in the 
program. Marked confetti 
tabs with the same ID 
numbers are available for 
mixing in with these items 
during storage. It is wise to 
let tabs protrude in easy 
sight of potential thieves. 

Using warning signs that 
show property is marked can 
be a major deterrent as well, 
so place them in a prominent 
position. 

When property is stolen, 
owners should haye an 
inventory of all equipment 
and the placement of all ID 
numbers for easy reference, 

Finally, the new owner of

Research at Headland 
for 1978-79 showed that corn 
planted in April yielded 
about 20 percent less than 
corn planted in March.

BROOKLYN BAP 


The Brooklyn Missionary Baptist Church is located on a 
paved county road in the extreme Western section of Coffee 
County. It is situated a little over a mile from the 
Coffee-Covington county line, and about three miles 
Northwest of the Perry Store Community. 

There was a community school at the same location prior 
to the founding of the church. On many of the earlier maps 
the name was given as Brookland, but for most of the history 
of the church the name has been Brooklyn. 

In the summer of 1938 a group of Baptist living in the 
community asked the late Rey. Will Eiland to hold revival 
services in the schoolhouse. This revival meeting was held in 
August of that year and the church was organized with the 
assistance of Rev. Q. P. Jones, and the late Judge J. A. 
Carnley. Rev. Will Eiland probably also assisted in the 
organization. 

There was said to have been thirty charter-members, but 
only the following names are available. Mr. and Mrs. D. D. 
Rogers, Mr. Allen Johnson, Miss Jessie Mae Johnson, Mrs. 
Frank Collier, Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Danford, Mrs. M. C. 
Wise, Mr. Artie L. Leonard, Mr. and Mrs. Paul! Bailey, Mr. 
and Mrs. J. W. Andress, Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Andress, Mrs. 
Myrtle Bass, and Mr. and Mrs. N. B. Yancey 


Mrs. Lillian Redmon, a member of the New Ebenezer 
Church at Curtis, took a deep interest in the church during 
her lifetime, although she did not become a member at 
Brooklyn. She lived with her son, Coleman Redmon, and his 
wife Lois, who have been leaders in the church for many 
years. 

The Brooklyn Church was received into the Coffee County 
Baptist Association at the annual meeting at New Hope on 
September 28, 1938. Messengers to the association from 
Brooklyn were Cecil Helms, J. W. Andress, S. P. Bailey, 
Daniel Rogers, and N. B. Yancey. Messengers in 1939 were 
Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Andress, C. O. Patterson, David Rogers, 
and N. D. Barnes. By the end of that year membership had 
grown to forty-seven. 

The first preaching services were held by Rev. Q. P. Jones 
on Saturday evening, and Sunday afternoon in the old 
grammar schoo! building. After the school became inactive 
the building was bought by the Brooklyn Chruch, and 
remodeled for church use. Not only was Jones the first pastor, 
but served for several years on two other occasions. 

The remodeled schoolhouse was used for services until 
1955 when a new brick-tile building was erected, which 
included an auditorium and several class rooms. New oak 
pews and pulpit furniture were installed in 1961. 

Rey. Will Eiland served Brooklyn as pastor in 1942 and 
1943. He was followed by Q. P. Jores for his second term as 
pastor and served until 1947. Other pastors have been J. W. 
Brooks, O. M. Fox, who was pastor of Elba First Baptist 
Church, and preached at Brooklyn on Saturday evenings and 
Sunday afternoon. Fox was followed by John F. Sanders in 
1951. 


In 1968 an annex was erected to the building which 
included a fellowship hall with kitchen and equipment, a 
baptistry and restrooms. The building was air-conditioned the 
next year and carpet was added a little later. The pews were 
cushioned in 1972, There was additional construction 
completed in 1976 with the addition of front and side entrance 
porches, and a spire atop the auditorium. Although a small 
church Brooklyn continues to serve the community in a fine 
way. 

Later pastors have been George Trotter, T. G. Burgess, 
Billy Robertson and Randall Peacock. The church went to 
full-time preaching on December 1, 1965 while Peacock was 
pastor. Peacock resigned May Ist 1966 to move to Lee Street 
Church in Enterprise.

The driveway to the building was paved in 1977 and a 
lighted church sign was erected in 1978, Other improvements 
over the years have been the installation of an electric pump 
in the well, removal of trees and the soditing of the church 
yard, 

The first converts to be baptized in the new baptistry were 
Jackie Bailey, Jo Ann Jones, and Charlotte Bailey. Prior to 
the installation of the baptistry candidates were baptized in 
streams or at other churches. 

Chruch clerks over the years have included Cecil Ennis, 
Evelyn Yancey, McKinley Barnes, Mack Barnes, perhaps the 
same person, Mrs. Leon F. Wallace, Mrs. Karen Wallace, 
Polly Barnes, Mrs. Lois Redmon, and Mrs. Hubert Barnes. 
There may have been others. 

Among those who have served as Sunday School 
Superintendents are Paul Bailey, Miss Lorene Fowler, Mrs. 
M. C. Wise, Mrs. Leon Wallace, Mrs. George Collier, John 
Collier, Hubert Barnes and Nix Bailey. Several of these have 
served more than once. John Collier, Hubert Barnes, George 
Collier Jr., and other have served as Church Training 
Directors. Mrs. Lois Redmon is church treasurer. Coleman 
Redmon has served as Member of the Coffe County Executive 
Committee for a number of years. 

The first deacons were Paul Bailey and J. W. Andress. 
Others serving as deacons were N. B. Yancey, Melvin Allen, 
Shelby Deal, J. C. Redmon, John Collier, and Hubert Barnes. 
Present deacons are Coleman Redmon, John Collier, Hubert 
Barnes, and George Collier Jr. 

The song leader is Wyndell Meeks, and the Pianist is Mrs. 
Elaine Johnson. Mrs. Hubert Barnes is the present church 
clerk. Nix Bailey is serving as Sunday School Director, and 
George Collier Jr. is Church Training Director. 

Rey. James H. Johnson the present pastor has served 
since June S, 1966 and has by far the longest tenure of office 
of any pastor of the BrooklynChurch, He is a native of 
Florida. He is a graduate of Troy State University, and 
received the Master of Education from Auburn University. In 
addition to serving as pastor of Brooklyn Church, he is 
Assistant Principal and Counsellor of the Pleasant Home 
School in Covington County. Before coming to Brooklyn he 
served churches in Dale and Crenshaw counties. 

Mrs. Johnson is the former Elaine Pinckard of Brantley, 
Alabama. She is a graduate of Samford University at 
Birmingham, and holds the Master of Science Degree from 
Troy State University. She is a teacher in the Opp Middle 
School. The Johnsons have two sons, Hines age twenty, and 
Phillip, who is seventeen years of age.

Sure, God delivered 
Israel, but Moses had to go 
to Egypt. He had to bear 
some things, and then he had 
to bring them out. And we, 
with Moses, say ‘‘Why 
should I go? The people 
won't believe me.’’ But the 
Lord answers us just as He 
answered Moses, ‘‘Ye shall 
receive power.’’ The power 
of the Holy Ghost - that’s our 
rod. Moses had a rod, and 
With the rod the sea was 
parted; with the rod water 
came out of the rock; with the 
rod the plagues come; with 
the rod the plagues were 
driven back. What does the 
rod represent today? It 
represents the almightly 
power of the Holy Ghost. 
That's the power for service. 
Ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you. No, He didn’t 
send Moses without any- 
thing, and He hasn't sent us 
alone; He has given us the 
Holy Ghost. Of course, we 
don’t know this Holy Ghost 
power for service like we’re 
going to know it. Right now 
we talk in tongues and shout 
a little bit. That’s just the 
evidence of the power. We 
don’t understand what we 
have, Speaking in tongues is 
the initial evidence of The 
Holy Ghost, but in that Holy 
Ghost experience  some- 
where is power for service. 
That's our rod. Yes, its up to 
us. We stand around and 
say, ‘‘When they come, 
we're going to do so and so; 
when they come.’’ But we 
don’t have any commission 
to wait for them. We never 
did have any commission for, 
*‘When they come.”’ We will 
not be getting our power 
from them; our power is in 
the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. I read the Scripture 


the other day in my morning. 
‘devotional, about being 
filled. *‘Be not drunk with 
wine wherein is excess but 
be filled with the Spirit.” I 
read a Greek translation that 
said it was a continual 
something inside of us that 
made us Spirit controlled. If 
we could be Spirit controlled 
through this baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, Moses’ lifting 
his rod to open up the Red 
Sea would be nothing by 
comparison. ‘‘And he said 
unto them, Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel 
to every creature."’ (Mark 
16:15). Now these passages 
are speaking to the New 
Testament Church. As for 
preachers in the New 
Testament Chruch there 
were very few. But of 
witnesses, there were many. 
Do you know what a witness 
is? He just tells what he’s 
seen or experienced. When 
you're called before the 
courts of the land to testify 
about an accident, you don’t 
have to tell how the cars were 
put together; all you tell 
about is what you saw. The 
New Testament Church told 
what they had seen and 
experienced. And they 
believed so much in what 
they were telling that God 
worked with them, ‘‘Con- 
firming them with signs 
following.”’ We'll go home 
from the church and tell how 
great it was. But what is 
great is when you return 
home and go out to witness 
to your, neighbor and see 
them coming to God. What 
we need is signs following 
the believer, Somebody 
said, ‘Oh I hate for the 
church to get into that area. 
There will be so many big 
headed preachers.’ You 
don’t have to worry about 
that; the Lord has a way of 
bringing them down. God 
wants us to be used of Him.
